Larger School Unit at 


Teachers’ Convention st 


Principal of Edmonton Normal School 
Backs Government in Its Education 
Changes; 149 Teachers in Attendance 


“Tam one hundred per cent in 
favor of the enlarged school 


“Haversock, principal of the Ed- 


monton Normal School, as he 
concluded a lengthy address to 
an assembly of 149 teachers of 
the Red Deer Inspectorate, gath- 
ered in annual convention in La- 
conibe on Wednesday, Nov. 9. 

Addresses of welcome were 
extended by B. S. Cameron, Town 
Councillor; J. S.. McCormick, 
Chairman of the School Board, 
and George Findlay, President of 
the Teachers’ Association. 

Mr. Haverstock paid high trib- 
ute to Premier Aberhart as Edu- 
cational Minister. No other 
province, he said, has a man who 
has done more for education. Al- 
though the enlarged units were 
not formed primarily for the pur- 
pose of saving expenses, yet the 
eleven units put into operation 
since 1936 each showed reduced 
operating costs over the old sys- 
tem, calimed the speaker. 

Teachers in the larger areas 
are not less responsible to the 
local trustees, said Mr. Haver- 
stock, but should show a real 
spirit of co-operation with the 
parents of their school districts. 

New Methods of Teaching 

Speaking on “Educational Poli- 
cies,’ Mr. Haverstock said that 
the period of transition from the 
old technique of teaching to the 
new methods would take time; 
that schools would need to under- 
go a change—more workshops, 
more libraries, more laboratories, 
étc., would be needed to give all 
types of children the training 
necessary to properly equip them. 
The school does not change the 
process of learning, but must 
adapt itself ‘to that process, and 
methods of teaching should aim 
at creative initiative in the child 
and helping him to live the pres- 
ent time (not some future time) 
in the fullest manner. 

The speaker felt that in time 
Intermediate and High School 
centres would be_ established 
throughout the rural areas, which 


would provide greater education- . 


al facilities for rural students. 
Two. enterprise demonstrations 
were given in the afternoon, ‘the 
first by E. Castella of Dickson, 
who chose as his subject “Can- 
ada at Work,” and the second by 
Miss Mary Grant of Lacombe, 
whose subject was. “Water and 
Life,” both demonstrating the 
variety of activities which may 
be studied and worked out by the 
children under these headings.

Pays Official Visit 
To C.G.LT. Girls 


D: B. MacMillan Strongly 
Supports Larger School Unit 
Plan; Says Petition “Politics” 


“The larger school unit is an 
effort on the part of the Govern- 
ment to provide country children 
with the same educational advan- 
tages which are offered today in 
our cities,” declared D. B. Mac- 
Millan, local M.L.A,, in his annual 
report to the delegates attending 
the Lacombe Constituency Social 
Credit Association convention, 
held in the Central Alberta Pavil- 
ion Monday afternoon, Thirty- 
four delegates were present at 
the convention, 


Mr. MacMillan strongly sup- 
ported the larger school unit 
scheme, declaring that it was put 
into effect to carry out the plank 
in the Social Credit platform of 
1935, at the time the present gov- 
ernment was elected. He termed 
as “petty politics” the circulation 
of a petition in the Municipal Dis- 
trict of Crown regarding the for- 
mation of a larger school unit in 
this district, and stated: “I am 
glad that Premier Aberhart re- 
fused to grant he people immun- 
ity from the larger school dis- 
trict. “It was signed by a lot of 
people who didn’t know. what 
they were signing,” Mr. MacMil- 
lan emphasized. “Two years from 
now you will have a chance to 
vote on this question. At the 
present time, the plans are laid 
and are being carried out,” the 
speaker said. “It may cost you 
two or three mills more”—I don’t 
know—but isn’t that cheaper 
than sending your children to 
city centers for their education?” 
he asked. 

Paints Glowing Picture 

Mr. MacMillan then went on to 
paint a glowing picture of the 
possibilities. of this larger school 
unit plan, declaring that it was 
net improbable. that specialized 
teachers in various subjects 
would visit each school in a large 
unit regularly to provide techni- 
cal or specialized training, 

Norman Jaques, 'M.P. for Wet- 
askiwin constituency, claimed 
that “within twelve months the 
very people who are now strong- 
est against monetary reform will 
be the strongest ones in favor of 
it.” He declared that monetary 
reform will sweep this country, 
and conimented briefly on the re- 
form party being led by W. D. 
Herridge. “Money is being de- 
bunked,” said the speaker, and 
stated that the days of orthodox 
finance are numbered,

A Dangerous Practice 
66 & WOMAN at Olds proved again that it is 

"& dangerous to pour oil from a can onto a 
fire. The can exploded, and she died in the hos- 
pital, leaving her husband and two small chil- 
dren”—thus reads a clipping from a recent issue 
of an Alberta daily newspaper. 

How long will it take the general public to 
learn that oil and fires do not mix? For years 
information on the dangers of this practice has 
been distributed to the public at large—through 
the schools, the newspapers, the radios, and 

through magazines and pamphlets. Usage of «il 
in this manner causes more disastrous and some- 
times fatal fires than any other single: practice. 
It is a dangerous practice, although some people 
make a steady practice of starting fires in this 
manner, but it is asking for trouble any: way you 
look at it. Moral: Don’t do it. 


A Policy of Preparedness 

NE outcome of the recent Czechoslovakian 

crisis is the new impetus given to the re-arm- 
ing of Great Britain’s fighting forces, Pitiful 
stories of the inadequacy of defensive units guard- 
ing Britain’s metropolitan centers have been given 
in the House of Commons recently. Stories of 
guns without sights; of battalions without guns 
and of guns without ammunition, have all been 
grist for the mill of criticism which has engu'fed 
the British Government. Some of the criticism 
may have been warranted. 

One thing, though, is certain—that these de- 
ficiencies, stated to be so glaring in the imme- 
diate past, will be corrected in the immediate 
future. War Minister Hore-Belisha states emphati- 
cally that the re-arming of Britain will be doubled 
and trebled to place the British defensive forces 
on a par with any other nation in the world, And 
as Hore-Belisha gives this challenge to the world, 
protests of the unfairness of this action spring 
from Germany and from Italy—the very two coun- 
tries forcing the democracies of the world to re- 
arm, ‘This aspect of the re-armament is amusing, 
but the fact that Great Britain must re-arm, and 
re-arm forcibly, is far from amusing. 

The country stands behind the Government, 
however—and two years from now Great Britain 
will besin the position to meet might with might 
on better than equal terms if need arises.

FURTHER step is shortly to be taken by the 


National Trust in its effort to preserve the 
famous and beautiful country houses of Britain. 
It is presenting a bill to Parliament that, if passed, 
will free entailed property for ownership by the 
Trust, and so enable the latter to extend the 
scheme by which it takes over historic houses, and 
allows the owners to continue in occupation. 

Some unentailed properties are already held 
on such conditions by the Trust, and the results 
have been very satisfactory. 

Fundamentally, this ever-growing steward- 
ship by a non-official body, operating by consent, 
and as the friend of both the family and the state, 
al a time when to talk of nationalizing property 
would be to let fall a weighty proposition on a 
good many toes—this is a compromise worthy 
of the nation’s traditional talent. It is almost a 
stroke of genius; and the proof lies in the sup- 
port that the Trust receives from every shade of 
opinion, and that will, no doubt, be exemplified 
once again in the passing of this bill.

But, 
has there been one minute during the last twenty 
years when all the nations of the world have been 
at peace? =. % 

‘Perhaps if the whole world really observed 
two minutes’ silence tomorrow at 11 o’clock, and 
contemplated the futility of war, some solution 
might be found. Believe me, that two minutes’ 
silence would not be wasted if spent in reflection. 

What have we gained by being in the position 
to dictate “peace” terms in 1919? What have the 
twenty years done to the “vanquished” nation? 
That same nation now dictates the’ terms; serap-. 
ping the whole Peace Treaty, and taking every- 
thing taken from her by way of punishment in 


1919 at Versailles. For what did the thousands © 


upon. thousands of men, young and old, give their 
lives? For absolutely nothing! Bitter thought! 
In 1914 Germany was trying to dominate Eur- 
ope; in 1938 she DOES dominate, and dictate to, 
the powers of Europe. 
“Peace” was not gained in 1918; only a cessa- 
tion of active and direct hostilities, an armistice; 


‘that is all we have today, with the position of 


twenty years ago reversed, 

Why will the.powers that be declare a holi- 
day on November 11th? It should be no holiday 
for merry-making; it should be a day on which 
the whole world should pause for a moment and 
reflect on the carnage of *14-’18; a day on which 
children should be taught the beastliness and 
horror.of war. We hear so much about the nec- 
essity of educating the masses, and yet the finest 
opportunity is given on November 11th to drive 


‘home a lesson, and yet it is passed by. On Noyem-. 


ber 11th, in every country, there are dances, 
merry-making and rejoicing. In Heaven’s name, 
what have we got to make a celebration of? In 


1918 it was/understandable; everybody went wild 


with relief; but, twenty years after, we cannot 
but realize that nothing has been gained, Every- 
thing is just where it ever was. Armaments are 
being speeded up, the making of instruments of 
war is coining money for the select few. 

Disarming, insofar as it was practiced; didn’t 
work. This world is a “scrappy” one; from the 
spider that woos the fly, and then eats it, to the 
nation that covets its neighbor’s land, and annexes 
it by brute foree. 

We are not keeping faith with our boys who 
lie in Flanders Fields.. They died for an ideal; 
to protect the weaker nation, to defend a people 
Today, it is not politic to de- 
fend a persecuted. people, so, the armistice holds, 
and the armament race is speeded up. 

The world: is busy cheering Mr. Chamberlain 
for the “peace” he has preserved; all he has done 
is to prolong the armistice until the time when 


Hitler is sure that he is absolute master of the 


world. The trouble with Chamberlain is that he, 
like Robespierre, actually believes everything that 
he says. He approached Hitler as he would have 
done a fellow Englishman; he did not realize the 
calibre of the man with whom he was dealing. 
The conservative English statesman does not even 
trouble to learn to speak foreign languages, so 
how can he even hope to carry on negotiations 
intelligently? Chamberlain’s friendly gesture was 
despised by Hitler. Hendrik William Van Loon, 
writing on the subject, says: “Chamberlain has 
merely postponed the day of reckoning . . . Eng- 
land, as-a result of Mr. Chamberlain’s action, now 
surrenders her ancient leadership of the demo- 
cratic ideals of the western world, . . . If we 
(the United Staes) should fail in our duty, then 
God help humanity.’ 


Those who cheer Chamberlain’s actions today 
may live to curse them tomorrow. 


We, the British people who fought so long, 
and lost so much, to preserve peace, have now lost 
the right to dictate peace terms; and we are be- 
queathing to the young generation of today . the 
prospect of the total loss of all democratic rights, 
or, war. 

Any student of etiquette must have found the 
placing of the guests at the banquet following the 
signing of the “Munich Pact” very enlightening. 
The first and second places of honor, to the right 
and left of Der Fuhrer, were given to Benito Mus- 
solini and Monsieur Daladier respectively, while 
Mr. Chamberlain was placed on Herr Goering’s 
left! 

These are all dark thoughts, and not ones 
about which we want to think. Let us pause to~ 
morrow, and think these things over in the cold 
light of reason; for, if we do not, Heaven help us!

CALGARY. — When Calgary’s 
Bronks journéy eastward for the 
sécond and final game in the 
Western Rugby Conference at 
Winnipeg next Saturday they will 
face a five-point deficit by taking 
a beating to the tune of 12-7 at 
the hands of the Blue Bombers 
here last Saturday, Yet, it will 
be a confident squad facing that 
deficit and the Winnipeg team 
will have to really fight if they 
are looking & retain their 1937 
laurels. 


In the first encounter, Calgary 
displayed real power and suc- 
ceeded in keeping phantom Han- 
son in tow (they just naturally 
smothered him) but completely 
folded up in the last quarter’ to 
give the Pegers the margin of 
victory. However, the sting of 
defeat. from last season still burns.

“Another purpose for which 
these branches were opened,” he 
said, “was to acquaint people 
with some other negotiable in- 
strument other than the currency 
in use today.” The provincial 
treasurer urged the people to use 
these branches, claiming that they 
will provide “all the.services pro- 
vided by the banks.”

He promised that a Provincial 
Treasury branch would be 
opened in Lacombe at an early 
date, but failed to set any decfi- 
nite time at which this branch 
would start operations here. 


* “If you want results, all you 


have to do is keep on demanding 
them,” he concluded. 

Norman Jaques, M.P., spoke 
briefly, and prophesied “mone- 
tary reform here within twelve 
months.”

Social Credit propaganda, in- 
cluding speaking tours by Aber. 
hart and most of his cabinet, and 
a flood of copies of Hon. Lucien 
Maynard’s own weekly news- 
paper; edited purposely for the 
electors, reached a new high 
mark; 

Much provincial road work 
and Aberhart’s announcement of 
a write-off of ancient debts ow- 
ing to the Government came at 
just the right time for Social 
Credit purposes. 

One Great Factor 

There was one great factor in 
favor of the Liberal candidate, 
it was declared, and that was that 
Mr. Whiteley himself is highly - 
popular personally even with 
political opponents, whereas Mr. 
Tade, having been the dispenser 
of political patronage and relief 
and having been named as can- 
didate after being defeated in the 
primaries, was not so popular 
with voters. . 

It is not expected that the new- 
ly-elected member for Athabasca 
will be able to take his seat in 
the Legislature session which 
opens next Tuesday, Nov. 15, be- 
cause of the short ime -left to 
complete election formalities.
